Keport of Purveyor *»ei«ornl l»owu- 


oil its Condition null JPros- 


la his annual report for the fiscal 


year ending Jane 30th, 1886, to Hon. 
Win. A. J. Spnrks, Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, U. a. Surveyor 
General Powning says of the condition 
and outlook of Nevada: 


The condition of the Stata has not 


materially changed since my last annual 
report, but what chnuge is apparent ia 
for the better, and I firmly believe Ne- 
vada has seen its darkest days. The 
mining outlook is full of encouragement, 
and the most experienced of our mining 
men have great faith that there will 
soon be another bootn in Nevada mines. 
Within the past few days ore has been 
found on the 3,200 foot level of the 
OhoJlar mine, Virginia City. The very 
fact that a development has been innde 
at such a great depth inspires renewed 
confidence in the belief that ibeie is nil 
immense oro body in some one of tho 
mines in the middle group of the grand 
old ComstocK lode, and that all that is 
required to demonstrate it isaoombmed 
and vigorous prosecution of the wort 
now in progress. 
The old lode is doing 


•well, i i M i t i b . The daily output of oie 
averages one thousand tons, and al- 
though it does not contain as much of 
the precious metals ad in the &o-ci»lled 
bonanza days, it is the cause uf giving 
employment to thousands of persons. 
The payrolls of the mines and mills ag- 
gregate nearly $250,000 per month, or 
three mitiioux of dollars per aunnm. 
The yield from the oie is about equally 
divided between gold and silver. 
The 


bullion output of the State for the past 
year attained tho respectable sum of ten 
millions. The Paradise mine, in Hum- 
boldt county, has mada a remarkable 
sho-Hinc; of late, paying dividends with 
regularity, 
and recent developments 


stainp it one of the best outside proper- 
ties in the State. There is a great deal 
nf mining going on in Elko, Hnmboldt, 
Lincoln, White Pine, Eureka, Lander, 
Churchill, Nye, E=,merald«, Douglas, 
Lyon and Washoe, any reports from 
these sections indicate that Nevada will 
soon come to the front as the best min- 
ing State in the Union. In addition to 
the favorable prospects frem the mines 
now being worked, the hope of the fu- 
ture springs from the certainty of the 
establishment of reduction works at 
Beno, which are expected to be in oper- 
tion within the ueit six months, and 
which will not only save to the State the 
shipments now being made to Sail 
Francisco, Salt Luke and Denver, but 
will enable our prospectors to develop 
properties now idle, because, of cost of 
transportation, etc., to places where the 
ore can be reduced. Just as soon as re- 
daction works are in full blast, and the 
miner can have a market for his ore, aa 
the farmer has for his hay or wheat or 
potatoes, the State will progress at an 
astonishing lively rate, and willsurprisa 
the woild with her production of the 
precious metals. That day is very near 
at hand. The cattle interest continues 
to be prosperous and profitable. It has 
become next to mining, tbe mainstay of 
the State. The capital invested is fully 
fifteen Bullions of dollars. Theie were 
Shipped last year 60,000 head, ot the 
Value of over two millions of dollars. 
There is no apot on the face of the 
globe better adapted to stookraisiug pur- 
poses than the beU of country in Nevada 
nortis of the Central Pacific Railroad. 
Nevada beef is not surpassed anywhere 
Sheep husbandry has been industriously 
followed by those who are engaged in it, 
and with satisfactory results. Various 
other, but minor, industries have been 
leasonably profitable during the past 
Year. Our farmers have been favored 
with good crops aud are happy and con- 
tented. Each year sees a larger area 
placed under 
cultivation, especially 


where it is possible to get water to irri- 
gate the lands. There are many thou- 
sands of acres of laud that would prove 
as productive as moital could wish il 
water could be carried onto them, unti 
some day, it is to be most devoutly 
hoped, that the General Government or 
the State, will devise some plan whereby 
the natural waterways of the State can 
be improved aud reservoirs constructed 
to husband the valuable drops, artesian 
wellb sunk to find tbe subterranean pas 
sages from which will flow that which 
will make the desert blossom as the 
rose, or vast canals dug to carry from 
place to place the precious water now 
going to waste. Meantime the people 
of Nevada enjoy good health, have goo( 
schools and churches, intelligent and re 
fined society, auJ would not exchangi 
places with any other eet of human be 
ings in what some sny are more favorec 
localities. 


WASHINGTON, July 
17th.—Extreme 


eticence is maintained at the Depart- 
ment of State in regard to the new ex- 
radition tieaty between the 
United 


States and Great Bntaiu, and a close 
nquiry fails to extract much informa- 
ion on the subject from that source. 
All the details of the treaty, however, 
ire well known in diplomatic circles 
here, and ore freely discussed. 
The 


teaty was signed at London on June 
25th by Lord Kosebery for the govern- 
ment of Gieat Britain and by Mr. 
Phelps, representing the government of 
he United States. It amends the treaty 
>f 18J.2 specifying the crimes for which 
ixtradition can he demanded. The ne- 
;oliations between the two governments 
with Ihis object iu view have been in 
jrogresb for nine years. The offenses 
o which the new tienly will apply are 
embezzlement or larceny above the sum 
if fifty dollars; burglary, malicious in- 
uries to property, endangering the life 
of any person, whera such facts are a 
crime by the law ot either the United 
States or Great Britain, and man- 
slaughter. It is provided that there 
shall be no extradition for offenses of a 
political character only. No convicted 
fugitive criminal shall he surrendered 
unless a copy of the court record and 
sentence shall be produced, and his 
identity thoroughly established. The 
treaty is to go into effect within ten 
days after ratification, and can be ter. 
minated at the pleasuio of either of the 
contracting parties. The treaty was 
sent to tbe Senate some ten days since, 
but has not yet come up for action in 
that body. It is thought there will be 
no delay in its ratification.

written to the Inyo Kegister, and ex- 
plains more thoroughly how the Short- 
horn stock brings a larger profit than 
any other: 


ED. KEQISTKE:—I wiih to mention in 


your columns a few plain, comcnou 
sense facts regarding the improvement 
of cattle. There is a general feoliug 
among farmers and stockmen that to 
pay more than $50 for a sira is the pre- 
lude to financial ruia. They go on sup- 
plying three-year-old beef steers to tha 
butchers that weigh 500 pounds, and Mrs 
elated if a few reach 550 pounds, aud fail 
to see that by the expeudituie of $200 
to $300 lor a sire that is purely bied, and 
•>vorth something to their huids, that 
they could sell two-year-olds as heavy as 
their three-year-olds now average, sav- 
ing a year iu time and the coat of keep- 
ing and all attendant risks for a year. 
I recently sold thirty beef nteers, all 
three years old but six, which were fouv 
years old. Among them was a one-half 
Shorthorn steei, three years old, aud in 
no way superior to the avcrigo huH- 
breed steer, thnt weighed alive, after 
driving twenty-six miles in one day, 
1,284 pounds. The other 29 made an 
average live weight of 1.04D pouuds, aud 
dressed only 50 per cent, of live weight, 
or 524 pounds, while the grade Short- 
hoin dressed 730 pounds, or 57 per cent, 
of live weight. He dressed 80 pounds 
more than the best four-year-old, and 
206 pounds more than the other 29 head 
averaged. This steer ranged in tbe 
mountains with the others and fed with 
them, showing bis contempt for the 
stale and false notion that Shorthorns 
cannot rustle for a living, and proving 
their ability to outgrow other animals 
under equal conditions. All this is 
simply the result of tumg u pure Short 
aorn sire. Thib steer did not cost me 
any more than the others, and on the 
butcher's block brought me over $1 
more than they did. 
Now, I should like 


to ask such of your reudars who think 
they cannot afford to buy thoroughbred 
sires, how many half-breed Shorthorn 
steers it will take to pay for even a $50C 
bull, out of the extra pounds of meal 
tuey will dress over and above the ani- 
uials they are now raising? The first 4C 
dteers raised will cover the price. When 
there are 40 steers there "ill be 40 heif- 
ers that will be worth $25 a head more 
lhau their mothers as a foundation for 
further improvements. To all intents 
tbe sire is half Che herd in determining 
the force lor good or evil within it. No 
breeder of cattle can afford to us a com- 
mon sire. To do so is a bad type o 
economy—a penny wise and pound tool 
ish practice. Tbe man who does no 
improve his stock will get left. Breed 
from the best forever, which is tbe onl; 
road to success.'

CLOUDBUBST.—The cause of the delay 


of the V. & T. passenger train here Sat- 
urday evening was the heaviest rain- 
storm ever known in Storey county. 
The rain poured down in torrents, mak- 
ing it hard to distinguish objects at a 
distance of a hundred feet. ,.Union, 
Taylor and the streets running east and 
West were turned into miniature rivers. 
The debris washed into sewer gratings 
choked them tip and citizens were forced 
to turn out with shovels and clean the 
openings in order to keep their places 
of business and cellars from being 
flooded. No damnge was done on C 
street, but on B street and other streets 
higher up on the side of Mount David- 
son, first floors of numerous dwellings 
were flooded and the carpets on them 
ruined. In Gold Hill the flood was de- 
cidedly heavy, fast and furious.

cloud burst heavily against the head of 
Bullion Kavine. 
A small barn was 


washed down with the flood against 
the upper side of Miners' Union Hall, 
which, together with the accompanying 
debris, pressed the whole side of the 
building in about a foot, and two or 
three feet of sand and mud covered the 
flooi. 
The railroad track was also 


deeply covered, employing a strong 
force of men to clear it off for the pas- 
sage of trains. Much damage was done 
to flumes nnd roads further down ',the 
canyon. 
Owing to a heavy washout 


carrying away a portion of the railroad 
near the Jnlia mining works, and a 
slide of the Imperial dump upon the 
road, the regular Keno express nnd pas- 
senger train did not leave Virginia City 
until 7 o'clock, yet it made up the time 
and made connections at Reno with the 
west-bound passenger train only a little 
over an hour late.

A NEW PEOUESS —In a newly patented 


process for inducing refractory silver 
nnd gold-bearing ores which contains 
lead or base metal, sulphur and arsenic, 
or both, the ores are intimately ruiied 
w;th carbon and roasted in a crushed 
state in an open hearth furnace with the 
aid of a blast of air, preferably hot, 
blown directly into the muss of ore. 
The wastes of lumus from this' _furnace 
are collected in strainers of textile fab- 
ric, and the residual roasted mass from 
the first process is melted, together with 
the solid matter of the waste fumes and 
copper basic fluxes, in n low cnpolu fur- 
nace, from whioh the waste fuuies are 
again collected in strainers of textile 
fabric as before.
